DEVOUR WEEDS AND GRASS 


Flock of Breeding Ewes W ill Utilize 
Large Amount of Grass Along 
Uncultivated Places. 


It is estimated that ^lieep eat more 
than seven times as many varieties of 
weeds and grasses as do cattle or 
horses. A flock of breeding ew es and 
their lambs will be of much help in 
keeping pastures free from w'eeds and 
can be made to utilize a large amount 
of grass that otherwise would go to 
waste along the fences and unculti­ 
vated places in the fields. 
The lambs, 
when weaned, may be turned in the 
cornfields and will gather their living 
from the weeds and grass that usually 
are in the way at cutting or husking 
time. 
But sheep should not he forced 
to subsist entirely on such forage. 
Some good grass will be needed. It is 
a mistake to regard sheep simply as 
scavengers. 
Another advantage in raising sheep 
is that the money derived from the 
sale of wool and lambs usually comes 
at a time when there is no income 
from other sources.

“I think it is conservative to say 
that it would cost the states, counties 
and municipalities less to enact and 
enforce trespass laws than it does to 
pick up and bury the dead, hold in­ 
quests on the bodies, auth care for the 
injured,” Richards said. 
He asserted that during the last 
twenty-four years there wrere 108,009 
persons killed, and 117,257 injured 
while walking on railroad tracks and 
“flipping” on cars. 
He produced sta­ 
tistics showing that of 10,954 persons 
killed on railroads last year, more 
than half of the total were trespass­ 
ers.

Then Prevent the Dis­ 
case Spreading, 


Columbia, Mo, Nov. 16.—The Mis­ 
souri State Board of Agr*culture and 


state veterinarian, Dr. D. F. Luckey, 
at Columbia, are receiving messages 
and letters concerning outbreaks of 
blackleg in young cattle, 
indicative 
ihat the disease appears to be more 
prevalent than it has been for a num­ 
ber of years. Secretary Jewell Mayes 
calls special attention to the following 
interview by Doctor Luckey: 
“The symi toms of blackleg are very 
easily recognized by anyone who has 
ever .-eon a case. As as rule, the dis­ 
c u s appears in a lot of young cattle 
when on good fed or pasture and mak­ 
ing rapid growth. As a ride, it affects 
the fattest calves in the lot. 
It runs 
a very rapid course, lasting, as a rule, 
from twelve to twenty-four hours and 
almost 
invariably results in death. 
The calf first shows lameness. 
With­ 
in a few hours, a swelling appears on 
some part of the body and generals 
on one of the quarters. 
Rubbing the 
swelling causes a crackling sound be­ 
neath the skin. 
When tile animal is 
skinned, the affected portion appears 
bruised as if it had been hit with a 
club. 
These symptoms are unmistak­ 
able. 
“The carcasses of blackleg calves 
should be thoroughly burned, in order 
to destroy infection and prevent the 
spread of the disease. . If these car­ 
casses are not burned, the infection 
will remain on the premises for years 
and make cattie growing unprofitable 
unless all young cattle are re g u la rly 
vaccinated. 
“ Whenever there is an outbreak of 
blackleg, all the young cattle la the 
community should be vaccinated. 
In 
the event that a case is lost in a

Ravenel,

preventive 
medicine at the University 
of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia, “may be taken by 
children as well as adults. It is not 
dangerous. Its use is compulsory 
in 
tho United States army. Doctors have 
a record of 150,646 treatments, with 
only three cases of typhoid following 
aud no deaths resulting. 
“Carelessness 
in 
controlling 
the 
water supply is the 
most 
frequent 
cause of the disease,” says Dr. Rav 
enel. “Flies are 
next 
in spreading 
infection. 
The disease must always 
come from some existing case. Drain­ 
age and surface 
water 
carries tho 
germs. 
“The open closet is a 
menace to 
the life of a 
community 
and must 
go,” declares Dr. Ravenel. The engi­ 
neering experiment 
station 
of the 
University of 
Missouri 
is preparing 
plans for the 
sanitary 
disposal 
of 
sewage for the farms and small com­ 
munities where no sewage has 
been 
laid. 
An easy way to stop the breeding 
of the house fly, which is one of the 
greatest pests, is by use of three- 
fifths of a pound of borax to every 
eight bushels of manure, sifted on and 
then sprinkled with water. 
A well can be insured against in­ 
fection by cementing the top. 
Dig 
down six or eight feet below' the sur­ 
face and then cement the wall up to 
the top. putting on a sloping roof. A 
spring is a good source of water sup­ 
ply if there is no surface drainage.
